Ex-President Testifies Islanders 
Must Learn English Before 
They Can Rule Selves. 


ATTACKS “PENDING. BILL 


No Measure Better Calculated to 
Cause Strife Like That 
Mexico, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.--In vigorous 
terms, former President Taft today 
teld the Senate Philippines Committee 
the Filipino people were not as yet 
capable of self-government. He _ op- 
posed in detail the administration bill 
for greater measure of self-government 
for the islands, declaring that ‘‘no 
measure could be framed better vaicu- 
lated to stir up trouble in the Phil- 
ip pines.”’ 

“The Filipino people: do not under- 
stand republican self-government in the 
sense that we know it,’’ said the for- 
mer President, Who at another point, 
indicated his belief that adout 60 years 
would have to pasg before the Filipinos 
would usderstand self-government. 
“What would be the result if they 
were given self-government at once?”’ 
asked Chairman Hitchcock. 

“A Filipino in whom I have great 
confidence,’’ said Mr. Taft, “said ts 

‘Your steamers would not be around 
Corregidor Island before the throat cut- 
ting would begin.’ I verily believe that 
is true. We find the same condition in 
Mexico. The man who loses a political 
fight has his head for a forfeit. That's 
what developed when Aguinaldo was in 
power. 


“Mexico Might Be Repeated.” 
“I'm describing ,an actual condition 
that exists there. I'd be glad to have 
the United States get out of the Philip- 
pines and I have a great regret for the 
poor people out there. They don’t like 
me because I’ve told them the truth. 
But the trouble with a great many peo- 
ple is that they don’t like to be told 
the truth. If you give these people in- 
dependence now or by 1920, vou will have 
this terrible situation develop. Either a 
Diaz would aris® in the Philippines or 
they would get into a condition that 
caused the fall of Diaz in Mexico.”’ 

The former President, while disavow- 
ing any tntention of speaking as a mili- 
tary expert, said in answer to questions 
that the obligation of the United States 
to defend the Philippines might be a 
“source of weakness in time of war.”’ 
“But,” he continued, ‘I do not be- 
lieve that any of the nations now en- 
gaged in the European war would look 
on the possession of the Philippines :s 
a@ naval base as a source of weakness.”’ 
Taft declared that in his opinion Japan 
had no desire to take the Philippines. 
“I twice visited Japan and conferred 
with the authorities on that very point,’ 
he continued, ‘‘and it's my opinion that 
their experiences in Formosa have been 
quite enough in that direction.” 

Position of the Republicans. 

Neither Presidents, McKinley, Roose- 
velt nor himself had contemplated turn- 
ing over the Philippine Government to 
the people. before they were educated 
up to handling it, Mr. Taft said. 

“T believe Mr. Roosevelt still feels 
that way, as I[ do,”’ he said. “Of course. 
I am not in Mr. Roosevelt's confidence, 
but I judge that is his position.’’ 

While the Democratic platform prom- 
ised self-government to the islands, Taf: 
said, action at this time was not neces- 
fary. 

“The fulfillment of platform pledges 
without regard to the good of the coun- 
try has not been the consistent course 
up to this time,'’ he said. 

“When President McKinley sent me to 
the Philippines,” said Taft, “I told him 
I thought we ought not to be in the 
islands. He said to me that we ‘had the 
bear by the tail’ and had to stay. But 
the idea then was that we would get out 
just as soon as we could.” 

“This discussion,’’ continued the for- 
mer President, ‘must depend a good 
Ceal on what you mean by self-govern- 
ment. I can do no better than quote 
from the President of the United States.’ 

Quotes President Wilson. 

Here Taft read from one of President 
Wilson’s books a Yengthy definition of 
self-government. It\set forth that self- 
sovernment was ‘‘not a mere form of in- 
stitutions, but a form of character, a 
growing of a people to political matur- 
ity.” 

“We cannot,” said Taft, 
Philippines self-government, because it 
cannot be given. We cannot present 
the Filipino people with a character. 
It must be acquired. One way to ac- 
quire it is through hard knocks, as the 
Anglo-Saxon race acquired it. When we 
went to the Philippines we tried to 
give it to them by maintaining a con- 
stitutional form of government as an 
object lesson and by educating the peo- 
ple in the language of free institu- 
tions. We tried to have the government 
participated in, but not controlled by 
the natives. You cannot make over a 
people in one generation, Particularly 
you cannot when that is a generation 
of adults and a vast majority of that 
generation is woefully ignorant. It can- 
not be done. 

“Gentlemen, I'm at least in a post- 
tion where I can say just what I think. 
You have called me here, I did not asx 
to come, and I’m going to tell you just 
what I know about things. 

“Now, what time do I think will 
be necessary to train the Filipinos 
for self-government? The time that 
shall give to those people an oppor- 
tunity to learn English so that they

Dead Robber Identified. 

The dead robber was identified at the 
morgue as Charles Tozer, 30 years old, a 
shoeworker, of 203A St. Charles street. 
He served time in the penitentiary for 
robbery and last Saturday was arrested 
with several other men on _ suspicion 
of being implicated in a series of hold- 
ups, 

Following the identification at the 
morgue the police arrested Pearl Smith. 
23 years old, of 1929 Olive street, a 
friend of Tozer. His wife, who lives 
in East St. Louis, sued him for divorce 
last week. She left him, she told the 
police becvuse she did not like the class 
of men he invited to his St. Charles 
street home. The police last night in- 
tended to raid Tozer’s home, but found 
it empty. He had his furniture moved 
away two days ago, neighbors said. 

Sixteen men were arrested in a drax- 
net set for all suspicious characters. 
The name of one prisoner corresponded 
with the initials ““D. C.”’ in a hat whic’ 
was dropped in the restaurant. He was 
released when he proved that he was

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Russian Armed Steamers Bombard 
German Infantry on Vistula. 
PETROGRAD, Jan. 2.—An official 
communication given out by the general 

ataff last night says: 

‘In East Prussia and in the region 
of Miawa (Northern Russian Poland) 
we have defeated attempts by the 
Germans to deliver a partial offen- 
sive. 

“On the Vistula, opposite Wyszo- 
grod (37 miles northwest of Warsaw) 
our armed steamers cannonaded the 
infantry of the enemy with success. 

‘Between the Vistula and the Low- 
er Pilica the Germans have begun a 
series of attacks supported by the 
fire of their heavy artillery. Our 
troops, in an action on the left bank 
of the Bzura River near Vitkoritze, 
repulsed two night attacks. On the 
Rawka River we repulsed an attack 
directed against Doletzk. 

“On Dec. 31 the enemy manifested 
activity which was particularly in- 
tense in the region of the town of 
Rawa, where the fighting still con- 
tinues. 

“South of the Pilica the action has 
spread out and the positions cut off 
the routes from the Vlostchoro to 
Kielce. 

“In Galicia we made energetic at- 
tacks on the enémy in the region of 
Gorlice (southwest of Jaslo’ near 
Mschanka and Ropitza, where, de- 
spite the extremely fierce resistance 
which the enemy offered, we de- 
stroyed, after a hard fight, their 
fortifications established on the 
heights. In the village of Mschanka 
we captured about 3000 prisoners, in- 
cluding 68 officers, four cannon and 
six mitrailleuses. The fighting in this 
region still continues. Furious coun- 
ter attacks, which the enemy made, 
supported by armored automobiles, 
were repulsed by our artillery fire 
and bayonet charges. 

“In Bukowina we occupied, after a 
battle, Storozhinetz and Radautz, 
(just south of 'Czernovitz). We also 
took some prisoners.” 

The inactivity of the Germans in the 
neighborhood of Warsaw for some days 
is explained, according to reports ~each- 
ing here, by the claim that they have 
employed this time in fortifying the ter- 
ritory already taken up to the Bzura 
River and along the left bank of the 
Lower and Middle Vistula rivers. 
According to reliable information 
reaching here, Lodz, Lowicz, Skier- 
niewice and Piotrkow are now as 
strongly fortified as Kalisz and Czen- 
stochowa. The Germans have attempt- 
ed to make this territory as difficult to 
invade as is German soll. 

Residents of West Poland who are 
reaching Petrograd, state that hundreds 
of factories have been’ blown up by the 
Germans and that all available building 
material, especially bricks and metals. 
have been used in the construction of 
the fortifications. Recent German at- 
tacks between Skierniewice and Warsaw 
have their base at Lowicz and Piotrkow, 
which are said to be equipped with rail- 
roads, telegraphs and all the necessary 
accessories of war.

French President Tells Diplo- 
mats They’ll Celebrate 
Peace in 1916.

PARIS, Jan. 2.—The belief thut the 
year now beginning wil: see the ending 
of the war was expressed by President 
Poincare in an address yesterday to 
members of the diplomatic corps, who 
went to the Palace of Elysee to present 
New Year’s congratulations. 


“I do not doubt that next year, at 
this traditional reception, we shall cele- 
brate together the establishment of a 
beneficent peace, solidly based on recti- 
tude and respect for international trea- 
ties, which give necessary security to 
the nations,’’ said the President. 

The British Ambassador, Sir Francis 
Bertie, as dean of the diplomatic corps, 
presented the congratulations of his 
colleagues and himself. In his address 
Sir Francis remarked that the diplomats 
present at the reception comprised ‘‘rep- 
resentatives of the nations fighting at 
the side of Francé and 6f other nations, 
upon which neutrality imposes speci.l 
duties in the grave crisis which Europe 
is traversing.” 

William Graves Sharp was present at 
the reception, with a staff, which was 
unusually large for the American Am- 
bassador. The American embassy is 
now the most active of any in Paris, 
having the affairs of Germany, Austria 
and Turkey as well as its own to look 
after. With Sharp were the three former 
Ministers designated by tue State De- 
partment to serve with the American 
embassy during the war—John W, Gar- 
rett, #. Percival Dodge and John G, 
Uoolidge. There were also present the 
four secretaries of the embassy, Robert 
B. Bliss, Arthur U. Frazier, Arthur Orr 
and Louis A. Sussdorf Jr.; Maj, Spencer 
Cosby, the military attache, aiuu Lieu- 
tenant-Commuander Wiliam F. Brickbar, 
the naval attache.

Refusal to Recognize Exequators 
in Occupied Territory Is 
Explained. 


AMSTERDAM, via London, Jan. 2. 
According to a statement in the Nord- 
deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, a sum- 
mary of which was given out today by 
the Officiat Press Bureau in Berlin, 
Germany no longer considers binding 


the exequaturs of consuls.in any ter- 
ritory which has been occupied by Ger- 
many during the war. The statement 
of the Official Press Bureau is as fol- 
lows: 

“The Norddeutsche Allgémeine Zei- 
tung, explaining the status of consuls in 
Belgium, concerning’ whose exequaturs it 
intimates there has been considerable 
misunderstanding, says that Germany 
has notified not only America, but all 
neutrals, as well as those countries 
allied with Germany, that she no longer 
considers binding, in any hostile terri- 
tory occupied by Germany, exequaturs 
issued prior to the war. 

“At the same time it is made plain 
that Germany is glad to meet wishes 
regarding the admission of consuls any- 
where, except where military operations 
are being carried out. Germany re- 
quests, however, that only persons of 
Germanophile or neutrai. leaning be ap- 
pointed, but she has made nro request 
for the recall of any particular con- 
suls. 

“It cannot be expected,” the news- 
paper adds, ‘‘that Germany accept hos- 
tile Belgian subjects as consuls for 
other countries in occupied territory. 
This point is said to be especially im- 
portant as 300 Belgians heretofore have 
held posts as consuls for allied or neu- 
tral states.”’

WEEK AFTER OPERATION 


Member of Post-Dispatch Editorial 
Staff Succumbs to Ulcerous Growth 
in Stomach. 

Robert C. Clark Jr. of #017 Waterman 
avenue, of the editorial staff of the Post- 
Dispatch, died at 1:50 a. m. today at St. 
Luke’s Hospital. He was taken sud- 
denly ill last Christmas night and an op- 
eration, which revealed an ulcer of the 

stomach, was performed. 

Though at the time his condition was 
regarded as critical, he rallied after the 
operation and until a féw hours before 
his death it was believed he had a 
chance for recovery. 

Clark began his newspaper career in 
St. Louis as religious editor of the Re- 
public about 12 years ago. After hold- 
ing various editorial positions on that 
paper he entered the service of thé 
Post-Dispatch. 

He was born at Fayette, Mo., and was 
educated at Central College there. 

His father, R. C. Clark, is superin- 
tendent of the Missouri Training Schoo) 
for Boys at Boonville. 

Clark, about five years ago, married 
Miss Mary Moore of Chicago. Since 
then they had resided at the Waterman 
avenue address. 

Funeral services will be held at 7:30 
a. m, tomorrow at the Wagoner under- 
taking rooms, 3621 Olive street, so that 
the body may be placed on a 9 o'clock 
train for Fayette, where the burial will 
be. .

The “Gleams” of Jewels. 
XPERIMENTS made with vacuum 

tubes and ultraviolet light bring 
out the fact that the diamond, ruby and 
emerald, as well as certain minerals, 
such as kinzigite, have surprising fluor- 
escent properties. 

In rarefied air certain diamonds emit 
a blue fluorescent light, resembling that 
which sulphate of quinine gives under 
the same circumstances, and in vacuo a 
diamond of four or five karate gives a 
luuminous effect which is equal to 2- 
candle power. 

The ruby gtves a fine red phosphor. 
escent light, while the emerald produces 
a crimson light. 

The same stones are found to glow 
with phosphorescent light when exposed 
to the action of radium.

Great Singer and Great Orches- 
tra Divide Honors of New 
Year’s Day Concert. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS, 

USTY -old Richard Wagner pro- 
® vided the material for the mu- 

sical welcoming of the New Year 
to St. Louis, and. a mightily majestic 
greeting it was—the throat of Olive 
Fremstad and the various instrumental 
sections of the Symphony Orchestra be- 
ing the mediums through which the 
Wagnerian utterance was sounded. 

There was a fine rivalry. between the 

two, yet it was a rivalry in which each 
joined in harmonic accord with the 
other, and the final award of honors 
was about even, whith means that the 
biggest matinee audience assembled in 
many a season for the hearing of a 
‘Symphony concert enjoyed a musical 
feast of splendid quality, full of au- 
spicious promise for this year of our 
Lord 1915, thus dawning with such sin- 
cere melodic inspiration. 


Max Zach's men were heard in the 


third act, the dance of the apprentices 
and the procession of the guilds from 
“The Master-Singers of Nuremberg,” in 
Siegfried’s Rhine-journey and the finale 
of “The Dusk of the Gods,’’ in the pre- 
lude and procession of the Knights of 
the Holy Grajl from ‘“Parsifal,’’ in the 
smithy songs from “Siegfried’”’ and in 
the prelude from ‘Tristan and Isolde.”’ 

Mme. Fremstad’s commanding organ 
of great song received its two opportu- 
hities in the scene of Brunhilde’s self- 
immolation from “The Dusk of the 
Gods,’’ and in Isolde’s deeply” moving 
‘“love-death” cry from ‘Tristan and 
Isolde,’’ in each of which, also, the or- 
chestra gave her a masterly support. 
Thus did it come to pass, with great 
singer and great orchestra in alliance, 
that the first day of the new year 


a day never to be forgotten. 

The orchestra attained its highest 
roint of achievement in the two ‘“‘Parsi- 
fal’’ numbers, the intensely spiritual 


.prelude and the magnificently reverential 


pageant of the Grail knights, these in- 
spired scores being interpreted with 
craftsmanship so admirable and in a 
spirit of such complete response to their 
appeal of religious exaltation as to place 
the stamp of genuine greatness upon the 
task’s performance. 

Second to this acquittal in orchestral 
excellence was the ‘‘Tristan and Isolde” 
prelude, and, for novelty’s sake, the 
smithy songs from ‘“‘Siegfried,’’ now pre- 
sented by the Zach instrumentalists for 
the first time, claimed and held a mem- 
orable place on the program. 

Mme. Fremstad was in fine mood for 
the singing of her two great numbers, 
and her voice was never heard to better 
sdvantage. There were moments when 
it seemed in peril of being overwhelmed 
by the immense volume of orchestral 
environment upon which Wagner in- 
sists, stubbornly daring his singers to be 
vanquished by force of numbers, but it 
was not overwhelmed, despite the loyal- 
ty of the orchestra to Wagnerian tradi- 
tion. 

The tempestuous sacrificial chant of 
Brunhilde was splendidly given. with the 
completest meeting of its ruthless de- 
mands upon the vocal organs, but the 
best of Fremstad came with the ‘“‘Tris- 
tan and Isolde’ liebestod, in which, I 
am sometimes tempted to believe, this 
singer now stands without a rival on the 
cperatic and concert stage. 

The Fremstad emotional utterance of 
this poignant song is well-nigh perfect, 
and it is so thrilled with the tragedy of 
the moment that it holds an audience 
spellbound from its first to its I!ast 
rhrasing. The triumph o1 the soloist 
was undeniable, and it has been rare in- 
deed that the Odeon has echoed to more 
sincere or better deserved acclaim than 
was here commanded.

SAN LUIS POTOS! TAKEN 
BY CARRANZA FORCES 


Movement Toward Puebla Is Com- 
pleted; Actual Bombardment Ex- 
pected Tomorrow Morning. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Capture of 
San Luig Potosi by Carranza forces 
Was reported in advices today from 
Galveston to the agency here, which 

said: 

“Semi-official reports by wireless from 
Tampico say that forces under Gen. 
Cocio Robelo entered San Luis Potosi 
yesterday after a sanguinary battle. 
Gen. Robelo belongs to the command of 
Gen. Pablo Gonzales, who yesterday 
also drove the rebels from Rodriguez 
Station, 6 miles east of San Luis Po- 
tosi. 

Capt. Niles*of the Carranza aviation 
corps and Mayor Salinas, its chief, fiy- 
ing a French monoplane yesterday above 
the battleground, reported Carranza 
troops as far west as Apam, which is 
63 miles east of Mexico City. However, 
large numbers of rebels still are dog- 
gedly resisting the advance of Obregon’s 
army. -The movement on Puebla from 
Amozoc has been completed and the 
actual bombardment is expected to be- 
gin in the morning. 

Gen. J. Carranza, brother of Gen. 
Venustiano Carranza ,has been taken 
prisoner at Salina Cruz, Mexico, ac- 
cording to an undated dispatch to the 
State Department today, which also 
told of a revolt at San Geronimo.

dé ER TAG, OR THE TRAGIC 
[)xax.” the grim little play by 
J. M. Barrie, which recently 
was published -in full in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch on the day preceding its 
stage presentation in London, now is is- 
sved in gray-bound booklet form for the 

world’s thoughtful consideration. 

It is one of the most curious agd 
deeply significant products of the great 
war that now has lighted the political 
feuds of Europe into a consuming flame 
cf ruthless racial fierceness. Its one 
all-dominant note is that of British 
Khatred for the Kaiser, whose own hatred 
cf Brita'm assumes the aspect of mania 
Its indictment of him is appalling in the 
venom of its spirit. The validity of 
the indictment may not properly be de- 
bated in a study of the work as dra- 
matic literature. 

It was perhaps inevitable that such a 
creation as ‘‘Der Tag’’ under the stress 
of intense excitement should assume an 
aspect of prejudice disastrous to its ap- 
peal in art. “Der Tag’ is not a play. 
it is a political pamphlet. Yet it is 
profoundly tragic. Andecits tragedy is 
not restricted to its shuddering portrait 
of William II of Germany as the arch- 
criminal responsible for the world’s big- 
gest, bloodiest and most unpardonable 
war. Coincident with this is another 
and a poignantly pitiful tragedy. It is 
found in the fact that, at a moment 
when the ultimate crushing of the 
Kaiser seems assured, a soul so essen- 
tially gentle as that of James Matthew 
Barrie should have been capable of sug- 
sesting suicide to a beaten and humili- 
ated enemy. And because of thig truth 
the most dreadful instant in ‘“‘Der Tag’ 
‘s reached when Culture bids William of 
Hohenzo'lern farewell. “She lifts a pis- 
tol from the table and puts it in his 
hand,’’ reads the “stage business’ of 
Parrie’s playlet. “It is all she can do 
for her old friend. She goes away with 
shining eyes. The penny dip burns low. 
The great Emperor is lost in its 
shadows.’’—(Scribners.)

Week-End Statement Makes a 
Fair Showing — Stock 
Market Quiet. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“On the Stock Exchange the new year 
opened today with prices all but mo- 
tionless. This would have been natural 
under any circumstances, with one holi- 
day yesterday and another tomorrow; 
but tn the present instance there Was 
partioular reason for deferring trans- 
actions on the market. 

“On Monday the London Stock Ex- 
change reopens. It will resume opera- 
tions on an extremely restricted scale; 
there will be no open bids or offers, no 
‘bear selling,’ no dealing on arbitrage 
account, and, what more especially con- 
cerns our Stock Exchange, no transac- 
tions in American shares will be allowed 
at prices below the mone, equivalent 
of the New York minimu 

“This will scarcely admit ‘the possibil- 
ity of what is known as a ‘free mar- 
ket.’ Yet our own experience, even 
under the severe restrictions prior to 
the reopening of Nov. and ec. 12, 
taught us that natural tendencies are 
bound to find expression. In due course 
they will refiect the London judgment 
of the situation and we shal) know, for 
instance, exactly how great importance 
is attached on that market to such an 
event as the destruction of the British 
war ship Formidable. 

“In the broader aspects of the eco- 
nomic situation the year is opening for 
cur own country with some exceedingly 
significant developments. Not many 
weeks ago the paramount question to 
the American market was whether, with 
our trade balance decimated and our 
foreign creditors calling in their bal- 
anoes, we could protect our home gold 
supply from something like disastrous 
depletion. 

‘‘Today, with exchange on virtually 
every foreign market of the world de- 
cidedly in our favor, the foremost sub- 
ject of discussion is whether the United 
States will not draw heavily on Eu- 
rope’s gold. 
“That such a position should exist on 
international exchange, is in a high de- 
ot reassuring to our market. It is, 
deed, a case where the old- fashioned 
criterion of a strong financial position 
—that ‘the exchanges are moving favor- 
ably’—is as true an index to the sit- 
uation as wag the reverse conclusion, 
when sterling rates went to a in the 
pound last autumn. There have been 
occasions in the past, when such a po- 
sition of affairs was assumed to mean 
the movement of $26,000,000, or $50,000,000 
gold from Europe to New York. 
“For three reasons no such _ result 
ought at present to be either expected 
or desired. Our market does not need 
the gold; it has only lately reduced so 
far its own bank reserve requirements 
as to dispense with several] hundred mil- 
lions lately utilized for that purpose. 
“But meantime London imperatively 
needs the gold reserve it holds today 
in order to support the unprecedented 
sum of emergency Bank of Engiand 
liabilities—placed very largely as a per- 
manent burden during continuance of 
the war. But beyond. even these two 
considerations, it remains to recognize 
that if our market were to draw in at 
once, all the geld to which the foreign 
exchange markets should apparently en- 
title us we should invite two results 
which are highly undesirable—drastic 
expedients in mbard street to stop 
the eage in money, and increased gell- 
ing of our securities by London, as a 
matter of ordinary self-protection. 
“Tt is safe to assume that our bank- 
ing community perfectly understands 
the situation. The logical and altogeth- 
er expedient policy for our market to 
pursue, at the present juncture, is to 
forego any large gold imports, and to 
maintain exchange in equilibrium, either 
through lending of our credit balances 
abroad, or more possibly through as- 
suming on our own account some part 
of the task of financing the needs of 
neighboring markets, for which London 
has customarily provided. The other 
and ulterior advantages in the way of 
mutual trade, which would follow such 
a policy need hardly be pointed out. 
‘‘In today’s bank statement, little was 
indicated except the financing of the 
end of the year corporation payments, 
These operations, conducted on the pres- 
ent occasion with no co-operation from 
European markets, and.gwith practically 
none from interior institutions, resulted 
in $12,400,000 increase for the week in 
outstanding loans, and in $3,036,280 de- 
crease in the surplus reserve. Under 
existing conditions, and with the relax- 
ing influences of January at hand, this 
showing will hardly be taken into ac- 
count as a factor in the money mar- 
kets.’
